A Pilotless Airplane 


French Inventors Can Control Aircraft 
By Radio Devices 

Ingenious devices were invented to 
control the operation of the pilotless 
airplane which has just been success- 
fully tested in France, Some of these 
operated automatically and others by 
wireless, 

The airplane, having been started 
by the mechanic, ascended automati- 
cally after it had attained sufficient 
speed. This was accomplished by in- 
creasing revolutions of a small fan 
located between the wings which put 
into motion a mechanism which, in 
turn, placed the control surfaces of 
the machine into position for ascent. 

Once in the air, the airplane was 
operated ,by wireless and was made 
to circle a large flying fleld and de- 
scend, 

The descent was accomplished by 
pressing a wireless key on the 
ground which released underneath 
the airplane a_ roll of wire with a 
weight at the end. 
switched off the engine and moved 
the rear surfaces of the plane into 
position for a smooth landing. 


At another test an airplane was 
operated by wireless for an hour. It 
carried a pilot who took no part in 


its operation until he desired to and 
whereupon he took control.

Holland’s Unique Industry 


Country Has Market for Seaweed Har- 
vested Every Year 

That every year there is a harvest; 
of seaweed is a fact which is not gen- 
erally known. 

This industry is carried on in Hol- 
land. The seaweed is mown with 
seythes, when the tops alimost reach 
the surface of the waterf. The har- 
vesters, clothed in watertight gar- 
ments reaching to the shoulders, work 
when the tide is low. 

When this industry began, only one 
seythe was used at a time, but now 
several are fixed to a line which the 
workers draw to and fro in a saw-like 
manner above the base of the weed. 

After the weed has been cut it is 
spread out in order that it may be 
withered by the sun, When it be- 
comes black it is soaked in water. 
The fresher the water the blacker the 
seaweed turns, and the blacker the 
weed, the higher becomes its value. 

After being soaked for a few days, 
the product is spread out in the fields 
to dry, and when thoroughly crisp it 
is made up into bales weighing about 
one hundred pounds each, It is then 
ready for the market. 

Seaweed has lately been found to 
produce gelatine of a very high qual- 
ity.

The legume hays, clover and alfalfa, 
are the best dry roughages for milk- 
ing stock, as they are palatable, con- 
tain a liberal amount of protein and 
other digestible nutrients, and have a 
valuable ash content which is especi- 
ally rich in lime, The presence of 
an abundance of lime in the ration of 
the dairy cow is frequently overlook: 
ed. It is necessary for the mainten- 


}ance of the skeleton of the animal, 


for building the skeleton of the un- 
born calf, and -for providing a large 
portion of the ash content of milk. 

Either clover or alfalfa will greatly 
aid in maintaining the production of 
a herd, and they also help in keeping 
down the size of the grain ration. 
These roughages, though rich in pro- 
tein, cannot be used to replace the 
grain ration but they do reduce the 
grain requirements to some extent. 

Clover is about four-fifths as valu:

Junction—as well as at certain other

The Marvels Of Aluminum 


Weight Practically Unchanged 

Ever since aluminum was produced 
in a commercial form the greatest in- 
terest has been taken in its applica: 
tion to various engineering structures 
where lightness with strength is de- 
sirable. It was soon found that when 
aluminum was alloyed with 
metals its strength was greatly in- 
creased without any great change in 
weight. Various alloys of aluminum 
have been used in the structure of 
airships and aeroplanes, and the re- 
sults have been so promising that a 
special committee was formed In 
Great Britain to undertake systematic 
research of the properties of alu- 
minum alloys. A report recently is- 
sued by this committee embodies the 
results of seven years of research con- 
ducted in the National Physical Labor- 
| atory, which 1s subsidized by the Brit- 
ish Government. This research has 
resulted in the discovery of many al- 
loys which are of great promise for 
practically all kinds of engineering, 
particularly motor car manufacture, 
railway rolling stock, internal com- 
bustion engines and steam engineer- 
ing. The only problem awaiting 
solution 1s the production of these al: 
loys on a commercial scale, Already 
a beginning has been made in this 
direction by a British Government 
factory; and British manufacturers 
are looking closely into the possibility 
of producing some of these wonderful 
substances for regular use in place of 
steel,
